Die Fledermaus 


DIE FLEDERMAUS is generally regarded as Johann Strauss's greatest operetta and ranks 
among the finest ever written. The tale of Dr. Falke's elaborate and glorious revenge on his 
friend Eisenstein provided the backdrop for some of the composer's most memorable music - 
from its magnificent overture to Rosalinde's Czardas and the Champagne song. Composed 
between late 1873 and early 1874, it was based upon a highly successful French comedy "Le 
Reveillon" (Supper on Christmas Eve; 1872) written by Henri Meilhac and Ludovic Halevy - 
librettists of Bizet's "Carmen" and numerous Offenbach operettas. This in turn had been 
inspired by Roderich Benedix's farce "Das Gefangnis" first performed in Berlin in the 1840's. 
The French play went through various Viennese hands and eventually came into the possession 
of Max Steiner director of the Theater an der Wien. Although sceptical regarding the potential 
of the Viennese version of "Le Reveillon", Steiner acted on the advice of Gustav Lewy, the 
music publisher and theatre agent. who suggested that the play would provide an ideal libretto 
for Strauss. Steiner duly commissioned Richard Genee and Karl Haffner to prepare a new 
adaptation. While Genee and Haffner shared the credits as librettists sources agree that it was 
Genee who shaped the story of "Die Fledermaus". Working closely with Strauss, Genee not 
only provided the entire song-texts and dialogue, but frequently assisted Strauss with the elabo- 
ration of the score. 


There have been conflicting views regarding the initial success of "Die Fledermaus" in Easter 
1874. Certainly a mood of depression prevailed in Vienna owing directly to the disastrous 
stock market crash of May 1873 and a renewed epidemic of cholera. Audiences and critics 
accustomed to frivolous costumes were taken aback by the contemporary setting and modern 
dress of the operetta, although the ballroom scene in Act II purposely compensated for this. 


Nevertheless, the argument that "Die Fledermaus" was performed only 'sixteen times in succes- 
sion' is inaccurate and appears to have originated with Strauss's first biographer, Ludwig 
Eisenberg (1894). The evidence indicates that "Die Fledermaus" was widely acclaimed from 
the beginning. Among the many first-night tributes the operetta and its composer received, that 
of Hugo Wittman, critic of 'Neue Freie Presse" is worth recording: 

"Ме do not want to praise his operetta to the skies, but rather 

keep our feet firmly on the ground less the man become cocksure". 


In July 1874 "Die Fledermaus" triumphed in Berlin and spread rapidly to other German theatres 
before conquering Europe, America and Australia. In the decades that followed "Die 
Fledermaus" had its unusual title changed many times - "The Merry Countess", "Night Birds", 
"Rosalinde", "A Wonderful Night". But it went on to become a worldwide favourite and mon- 
eymaker. There have been three ballet versions of the operetta and it remains the most recorded 
Viennese operetta of the Golden Age.

Johann Strauss 


Johann Strauss the younger was born in 
Vienna in 1825 , the most eminent member 
of a musical family that included his father 
Johann senior, and his brothers Josef and 
Eduard. The elder Johann was a composer 
and conductor of international repute and 
together with Lanner is credited with devel- 
oping the form of the Viennese waltz - a form 
which the younger Johann brought to its 
height. The successful Strauss father actively 
discouraged any musical talent in his three 
osns. With the aid of their mother Anna, 
Johann and his brothers took violin lessons in 
secret, and when their wayward father finally 
left the family in 1842, underwent proper 
musical training. Johann's independent spirit 
soon made itself felt in Viennese musical cir- 
cles and his first recorded appearance as a 
violinist-conductor was at Dommayer's 
Casino in 1844. When the elder Strauss died 
in 1849, Johann united his father's band with 
his own. 


In the following decades he established himself as Vienna's foremost waltz composer touring 
most of Europe and Russia between 1856 and 1886 including a triumphant tour of the U.S. in 
1876. Strauss is credited with about 140 polkas and somewhere between 150 and 400 waltzes. 
His recognition as "Waltz King' came in 1873, when, like his father he was appointed director of 
Imperial court balls. In addition to his own compositions, Strauss frequently conducted works 
by contemporaries such as Tchaikovsky and Wagner in his concerts. In fact he did much to 
popularise Wagner's works when Vienna was still hostile to the composer of "Tannhauser" and 
"Lohengrin". 


From 1871 Strauss concentrated chiefly on operetta. The influence of Offenbach who had pop- 
ularised comic opera in Paris was evident in the works of Viennese composers (notably Suppe) 
from the 18505. Strauss was allegedly encouraged into the field by Offenbach himself, but it 
was more likely that he was influenced by his first wife, Jetty Treffz, who had long persuaded 
him of the financial as well as artistic rewards of composing operetta. Initially, Strauss resisted. 
Lacking an instinctive dramatic sense (which made him a poor judge of libretti), he failed to see 
immediately "how his sovereignty in the ballroom might be transferred to the stage". Of 
Strauss's sixteen operettas, only a handful continue to be performed regularly. With this hand- 
ful, however, Viennese operetta of the 'Golden Age' reached its finest hour. "Die Fledermaus" 
(1874), "A Night in Venice" (1883), "The Gipsy Baron" (1885) and "Vienna Blood" (1899) 
proved that not only did no one write waltzes like Strauss, but not one wrote waltz-operettas 
like Strauss. In particular, "Die Fledermaus" remains the masterpiece of the genre: immortalis- 
ing the sparkle, elegance and sophistication of 19th century Imperial Vienna. 


Strauss was married three times. First to the singer Jetty Treffz who helped direct his career 
until her death in 1878, and then to Angelika Dittrich whom he divorced after nine years. 
Strauss's third wife Adele, for whom he renounced his Austrian citizenship, gave him constant 
support in his work until his death in 1889. Strauss had no children and on his death leadership 
of his orchestra passed to his brother Eduard who disbanded it in 1901.

There are, 

Robert Amberson however, families in this audience whose 

generosity has surpassed anything ever expe- 

rienced by the medical profession. These people have donated an entire living person - a loved 

one, a venerated parent or treasured offspring - not to science but to the stage, to music, to this 
very performance. 


Look around you right now and you will see a number of single parent families or aged, child- 
less couples, all proudly waiting for "Curtain Up" and the fruition of their sacrifice - the plea- 
sure of seeing their loved one on the stage. 


Please ignore the lead singers. Male and female alike they are just professionals, the best that 
money could secure - trained, experienced, dedicated career performers. They rarely, if ever, 
make mistakes, and know all about stagecraft, spectacle and giving value for money. They can, 
and will, stand nose to nose, hip to hip, and give of their musical best. 


You should, if at all possible, pay no heed to the puff, twang and tintinnabulation from the 
orchestra pit. It's just another bunch of painfully rehearsed, first class musicians. Each is an 
expert in his or her own field and the whole is arranged and honed to a fine musical edge by the 
almost insatiable demands of that perfectionist, their Conductor. 


While you're at it, you should also banish all appreciation for the skill, expertise and dedication 
of the Direction, Set Design, Sound, Lighting and backstage teams. These people have partici- 
pated in so many first class Opera House productions - musicals, dramas, comedies - that the 
whole business is second nature to them now. They are therefore worthy of little or no credit 
for their trojan efforts. 


Let's be frank about it, the success of this performance depends not on the tried and tested pro- 
fessionals, but on a bunch of unpaid rank amateurs - those untrained, nervous but determined 
men and women, Altos, Sopranos, Tenors and Basses - who make up the body of the Chorus. 
They are the ones who will make or break the show. 


You will see them tonight painted up and dressed in their finery, playing their respective roles 
without an obvious care in the world. Some, at the discretion of their distracted choreographer, 
may even attempt a dance, a curtesy, a bow or other such mindboggling feat of entertainment. 
For goodness sake don't applaud them, as this is almost guaranteed to bring on contagious faint- 
ing fits or secret attacks of nervous incontinence. 


You must not look upon our Chorus as marionettes, or even Strauss groupies. They are real live 
flesh and blood people, men and women with permanent homes waiting for them, families in 
need of minding, social obligations to meet. They come to you tonight complete with certifi- 
cates of origin, guarantess of cleanliness and possibly criminal records. We haven't advertised 
it, but only the recent Christian charity and musical appreciation of some of our out of town 
Boys in Blue saved the leading lights of our chorus from being legally recast in the roles of 
Public House "Found-Ons". "The shame of it darling. Imagine if it got into De Paper - What 
would John think of us?" 

Tonight's three-act performance could, with stringent editing, have been presented as an uncom- 
plicated one-act plot, but by the time Our Johann was finished, it was brilliantly beyond the 
average understanding but possibly in need of censorship. 

Lust, lies, human misery, deception, drunkeness, character assassination, theft and revenge. Be 
warned my friend, the very basest of human emotions will be openly displayed for your enter- 
tainment this evening. If you are of a sensitive disposition and feel that you run the risk of 
being overcome by this musical feast, now is the time to act. We regret that refunds cannot be 
considered as they totally confuse our accountants. 


As for the rest of us theatrical stalwarts, Ladies and Gentlemen - for your pleasure - the Irish 
Operatic Repertory Company presents "Die Fledermaus" by Johann Strauss.

DONAL O’CALLAGHAN played percussion 
for many years with the Cork Youth Orchestra 
and the Irish Youth Orchestra, taking tuition from 
Joachim Weiland at the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music. He studied trumpet at the Cork School of 
Music with William McCarthy and later with 
Joszef Csibi of the RTE Symphony Orchestra. He 
received the B.Mus. and M.A. Degrees at UCC 
with first class honours, winning a University 
prize for distinction and spent a year studying at 
Copenhagen University, while continuing his 
trumpet studies at the Royal Danish 
Conservatory. 

On his return, Donal taught in the Music 
Department of UCC and played as Deputy 
Percussionist with the UCC Symphony 
Orchestra. At this time he.directed several choirs, 
among them Madrigal ’75 which won the highest 
acclaim both in Ireland and on the Continent. 

He studied conducting with Janos Fürst for 
four years and in 1985 went to Berlin where he 
conducted Spanischer Chor Skt Afra, sang tenor 
with the Berlin Philharmonic Chorus and saw 60 
different productions at Deutsche Oper, returning 
to Cork with renewed interest in the operatic 
field. Donal is now Musical Director of the Irish 
Operatic Repertory Company and has been 
awarded the Fleischmann prize for his 
contribution to music in Cork. 


JOHN O’FLYNN (baritone), nephew of the 
late Fr. O'Flynn of ‘Loft’ fame, developed his love 
of theatre in Cork. ‘Mark Anthony’, the ‘King’ in 
‘Hamlet’, ‘Bassanio’, among others, led him to the 
professional life, which he began in the ‘Abbey’. 

Later, he moved to London and appeared 
altogether in some 70 productions on stage, radio 
and TV. Musicals, cabaret, old time music hall 
and pantomime brought him all over England, to 
Canada and in Russian and English liners, to the 
Mediterranean, North Africa and the Caribbean. 

Deciding to concentrate on opera, he went to 
Rome where he studied with Paolo Silveri at the 
Conservatorio di Santa Cecilia. 

It was there that he auditioned for ‘some people 
from Ireland’ — who turned out to be the Dublin 
Grand Opera representatives; a strange co- 
incidence which brought about his operatic debut 
in his native land. 

Since then, he has performed in Germany, 
Italy, England, and repeatedly in Wexford and in 
every season of the Cork City Opera Festival. 

His performances have included numerous 
concerts, oratorios, regular radio broadcasts and 
the RTE programme ‘John O'Flynn Narrates’. 
Commercial records and tapes: ‘Cork 800’, ‘In 
Happy Moments’, ‘Old Time Music Hall’, and the 
original recording of ‘La Straniera’ by Bellini. John 
O'Flynn studies with ‘Lorenzo Medea’ in London.

ACT I 

Rosalinde is embarrassed (but flattered) by her former admirer, Alfred, who is singing outside 
her window. Before she can tell him to leave, her maid Adele enters and begs to have the 
evening off so she can visit her sick aunt. Adele has actually been invited by her sister Ida to a 
party at Prince Orlofsky's villa. Rosalinde refuses Adele's request since her husband Eisenstein 
is due to begin a 5 day jail sentence. Adele leaves crying and Rosalinde is suddenly confronted 
by Alfred, who having managed to get in, now begins to make advances to her. Fearing her 
husband's retum, Rosalinde promises Alfred that he can return later when Eisenstein goes to 
jail. She tells the surprised Adele that she may have the evening free. Eisenstein now enters 
with his stuttering lawyer, Blind, who has managed to get Eisenstein's sentence increased. 
When Rosalinde and Adele go and prepare for his departure, Eisenstein's old friend Dr. Falke 
arrives. He slyly persuades Eisenstein to go with him to a party at the Orlofsky villa before he 
goes to prison. Tempted by the promise of champagne and beautiful women, Eisenstein agrees 
and orders his best suit and pocket watch - telling the confused Rosalinde that he will go 
straight to prison in style. When Falke and Eisenstein leave, Alfred reappears and dons 
Eisenstein's dressing gown. Franke, the prison governor now enters to arrest Eisenstein. 
Rosalinde is too embarrassed to deny that Alfred really is her husband and Alfred is taken away 
to jail. 


ACT II 

Adele enters the glittering gathering at the Orlofsky residence where she meets her astonished 
sister Ida. Ida insists that she did not send Adele an invitation. Dr. Falke and the playboy 
Prince Orlofsky watch the scene with considerable amusement. It transpires that Falke has 
planned a scheme called "The Bat's Revenge" for Orlofsky's pleasure, whereby Eisenstein, 
Rosalinde, Adele and Franke are invited to the party - each unaware that the others will attend. 
As none of these are supposed to be at the party, they all assume a false identity. Adele poses 
as an actress, Eisenstein as the "Marquis Renard", Franke as "Chevalier Chargrin" and 
Rosalinde as a masked Hungarian countess. Adele flirts outrageously with Frank, Eisenstein is 
immediately attracted to the disguised Rosalinde and sets about wooing her with his pocket- 
watch. However, Rosalinde cleverly succeeds in extricating the watch and refuses to return it. 
Falke now amuses Orlofsky further by persuading Eisenstein to recount (ironically) to all, the 
trick he played on him so many years before. After a fancy dress ball, Eisenstein had placed 
the drunken Falke (who was dressed as a bat) under a tree. The next day Falke had to walk the 
crowded streets in his costume - earning forever the nickname of "The Bat". In the laughter 
that closes this scene, Orlofsky commands that all should toast "the King of all wines" - 
CHAMPAGNE ! 


ACT Ш 

It is morning. The wrongly imprisoned Alfred continues to sing despite the complaints of the 
drunken jailer Frosch. Adele and Ida enter to see the highly embarrassed Franke. Adele con- 
fesses that she really is a maid and coyly persuades Frank to pay for her training as an actress. 
Before Franke can answer Eisenstein arrives to begin his sentence. Refusing to believe his true 
identity, Franke argues that he already has a prisoner, Herr Eisenstein, whom he arrested in the 
company of his wife the night before. Rosalinde and Blind now appear - to the delight of 
Alfred who wants to be freed. Eisenstein angrily reproaches Rosalinde about Alfred. In reply 
she produces the watch and the deception is revealed. Falke now enters to witness the success 
of the "Bat's Revenge". АП are reconciled by the discovery of the real culprit - CHAMPAGNE.
